& St. L. R'y. shops will be rebuilt here, 
as it would have taken the heart out of 
Cloverport and even Hreckenridge 
county, had the Henderson Route 
moved its home to another city. 

For the last filteen years the L , H. 
& St. L R'y. shops has been quite a 
home institution for most of the em- 
ployees during that time have been 
young men, who were torn and reared 
in Cloverport and now own their homes 
here. The majority of employees who 
have come from Jther places, caught 
the home spirit and bought nice resi- 
dences. For this reason the citizens of 



Cloverport are particularly glad that 
the shops are being rebuilt, as it would 
have been the breaking up of many 
homes had the plant been moved to 
another city. 

Frank Ferry, master mechanic of the 
L., H. & St. L , has had his office on 
the grounds ever since the fire and 
much necessary work has been done, 
giving employment to many. How- 
ever, several of the men, oldest in the 
Henderson Route service, were sent to 
Louisville where they are working for 
the road in the L. & N. shops. 

"Will the shops be rebuilt in Clover 
port?" This question has been asked 
hundreds of times since March I I, and 
now that it is answered, the business 
men are more optimistic than they have 
been for years. With new railroad 
shops, Cloverport will take on new life 
in a business way. The citizens are 
very appreciative to all those respon 
sible for the decision to rebuild the 
shops in this city.

There is a road supervisor leal I think 

the tax payers would be much better 
oil without. He certainly has done but 
little toward the bettermeut of the 
roads iu our section. 

Now , I for one, am in favor of doing 
away with the supervisor and having 
the County Judge appoint an overseer 
on each road atal give each overseer 
the money paid on his road, and such 
overseer give bond lor said amount, 
ai.d have him to turn in an itemized ac- 
count to said County Judge; also said 
overseer to serve without pay, heuce 
giving tile road the bent-lit of the whole 
amount. It seems to me when a crew 
of men ktioiv they are getting all the 
tax money they pay that they would 
take more Interest in then roads, but as 
it is now, many of the roads do not get 
a cent, which to sav the lra?.t, is very 
unjust. I know some few public spir- 
ited meu have donated some ou their 
roads in order to get help from the 
county, and agicat many more that 
should nave done so, but it has ever 
been the case that tew have the burden 
to bear. 

J. ('.. Moorman and myself have 
pulled the grader free of charge lor the 
past two years— hauled it from the 
Falls ot Kouuh- and what have we re» 
ceived from the count\? Four culverts. 
Hence I think justice demands that ev- 
ery road have its owu tax money. Let's 
toy giv'ug the tax-payer the benefit of 
his taxes without having so many take- 
outs, and see if the roads won't bs 
found iu better condition in one year 
from now.

Three weeks later the country was 
aroused over the attack ou tho Ameri- 
can steamer CushltiK l>>' a (Jcrman 
aeroplane and the American tanker 
Gultllnlit by a German sulmiurlne. 
Three lives were lost as the result of 
the attack on the Gulflleht, although 
the vessel was not sunk. 

Wlille the administration was pon- 
dering over the course to lie pursued 
with respect to these three vessels the 
German embassy took steps to warn 
Americans off enemy merchant ves- 
sels. 

Without consulting this government 

the Gormen iielieieartof caused to i>e 

Inserted In a number or metropolitan 
newspapers an advertisement inform- 
ing America! citizens that it was dan 
gerous for them to go upon ships of 
Germany's enemies. 

On May 1 an advertisement of this 
sort was printed Just before the I.usi 
tanlu sailed from New York. Hun- 
dreds of the passeugcrs aboard the 
vessel received telegrams Just before 
she sailed warning them of the dan 
ger. The vessel sailed and six days 
later was torpedoed. One bundled and 
fourteen Americans lost their lives. 

Germany attempted to prevent dras- 
,rtg iictioti by instructing Ambassador 
jPoii HernstortT to convey a message of 
sympathy to the president and to ~ 
press regret that military 
compelled It to 
rombatauts. 

This message wan delivered to the 
president on May 10.

This occurred outside of the 
war zone. The British liner I'crsia 
was torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
sea with the loss of several American 
lives.

The tlrst real action taken by tier- 
many on the I/Usltania disaster took 
place on Jga. ft 1816, when the Herlln 
government promised to pay Indem- 
nity for the lives that had been lost 
WhtM tills liner was sent to the bot 
torn. 

United States' Final Word. 

Tho next day the final word from 
the Pnlted States on the l.usitania was 
dispatched lo Berlin, and nine days 
later the Herman reply was ns ci.cd 
Tills was a most optimistic note, and 
the belief gained circulation that the 
submarine issue bad been settled for 
good. 

It was only ten days later, however, 
that ( .'eriiiiiiiy warned the world that 
all armed enemy ships would be sunk 
without warning. Tin rules of Inter- 
national law permit the annum of a 
merchantman for defensive purposes 
only. Tho I'nited States promptly do- 
nunc led a withdrawal of this order.
